Another 
breach has been made in the paper barriers 
erected by a war-weary world with so much 
hope and assurance and enthusiasm. More 
treaties and conventions have been torn to 
pieces, with glory and power the rewards of the 
destroyer Abyssinia followed the Rhineland, 
and China follows Abyssinia, On three fronts 
international law has been defied, and defied 
with success. 

The conference at Brussels may as well dis- 
band and go home. It will not be required, and 
will not be permitted, to arbitrate the Oriental 
dispute. Japan will write the terms of the new 
treaty with China. Its armies hold the five 
northern provinces and the commercial metro- 
polis of Shanghai. What the terms will be may 
be surmised. What Japan has bought at so 
heavy a price it will keep. From all appear- 
ances, the war is over, and the coveted territory 
in the hands of the aggressor. 

These are the unwelcome facts the world is 
facing on the nineteenth anniversary of the 
Armistice which ended “the war to end war.”

Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 

The first rule in any form of sore throat is to 
rest the throat by avoiding talking. It.is also 
well to realize that throat ailments are very 
seldom primary troubles but indicate a toxic 
condition which produces a lack of resistance 
to invading bacteria. Almost every type of sore 
throat is therefore best treated by eliminative 
measures such as the fast and enemas, which 
will speed up the expulsion of toxins from the 
body. 

One of the good local treatments whi¢éh may 
be used is the cold compress around the throat, 
which should be covered with a long strip of 
woolen material. These cold compresses may 
be left on several hours, or over night. Although 
they seem cold for the first few seconds, they 
gradually become warm and the heat will be 
retained by the wool, thus producing a gentle 
steaming. 

In most cases of simple sore throat a rest in 
bed on a water or fruit juice fast together with 
the use of enemas and tepid sponge baths every 
two hours while there is fever, will bring bene- 
ficial results within three days. Once an attack 
of this type starts, it will last for three or four 
days even under the best treatment; but if wisely 
handled according to the directions I am giving 
you, it will leave the patient feeling better than 
before and there will be an absence of later com- 
plications. 

I do not advise that the average patient with 
a sore throat adopt the indiscriminate use of 
gargles. Many patients try first one and then 
another with the result that this treatment really 
does more harm than good through irritating the 
throat. At the onset of throat irritations it may 
be advisable to gargle thoroughly once or twice, 
but I do not advise repeating this any oftener, 
for once the inflammation starts, the throat tends 
to throw out its own protective secretions which 
are washed away by too frequent gargling. 

Various kinds of local treatments have been 
devised for treating sore throats, such as paint- 
ing the throat with various substances, and local 
treatment given with the ultra violet ray, but 
these are not such that the patient could give 
them to himself at home. 

While local measures may seem to do con- 
siderable good by making the patient more com- 
fortable for a time, it is wise to remember that 
the cure of throat trouble depends upon getting 
rid of the poisons in the body. Once these are 
removed and further wastes are not allowed to 
gather, the throat loses the tendency to become 
irritated and the patient will thereafter remain 
free from acute sore throats. 

After the soreness has cleared up, starches 
and sugars should be avoided in the diet for 
some time and the patient should use larger 
amounts of the non-starchy vegetables. The 
addition of fruit juices to the diet and the use 
of a moderate amount of lean meat are also 
helpful. Fresh air, regular exercise, daily 
sponge baths, outdoor walks and plenty of sleep 
are all helpful in overcoming a tendency to re- 
curring throat troubles. 

One with a throat which becomes irritated 
easily, would do well to avoid excessive smok- 
ing, working in a dusty atmosphere, hot dry air, 
and those ways of living which produce fatigue 
and enervation. 
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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Jonothan I. writes: “My doctor 
tells me the reason I am unable to perspire like 
other people is that I have no sweat glands. 
Have you ever heard of another case like this, 
and is there any danger to my health?” 

ANSWER: Cases have been reported in the 
medical literature of people in whom the usual 
sweat glands were absent. No marked effect 
on health has been noted. 

QUESTION—F.J. writes: “My age is twenty. 
How can I strengthen my heart?” 

ANSWER: The heart may be strengthened 
through systematic physical culture and by liv- 
ing on a careful diet. Only a small amount of 
the right kind of food should be used and care 
must be observed in avoiding the inharmonious 
mixture of food which produce excessive stom- 
ach or intestinal gas. 

QUESTION—Jacob N. wants to know: 
there any way to hurry along recovery in 
case of an old person with a fractured hip? My 
grandfather, who is 77, fell and fractured the 
ht hip and doesn’t seem to be mending very

ANSWER: As a general rule, knitting of a 
broken bone proceeds more slowly in the old 
person than in the young patient. The giving of 
foods containing an abundance of calcium may 
help but I suggest that you rely upon the advice 
of the doctor in charge of the case who is familiar 
with it.
